— that many forms of social evil are brought in their 
waké. 


That the Government has seated this is shown by the 
recent issue of the little booklet “ Shelter in the Home ” in 
which the Ministry of Home Security details various methods 
of obtaining some degree of safety within the individual 
house. These methods -include the “ Morrison Mousetrap “ 
(as we understand the steel table shelter is popularly known) 
and the strutted room. None offers protection from blast 
or fire but only .a measure of safety from falling debris. 


It is not our:intention to examine the value of these new 
developments which may, in areas not subject to heavy 
bombing, be of us¢e.. Our present pu is to draw 
attention to another development which’has recently been 
put forward to meet a particular aspect ar the shelter 
~ problem, The fact must be evident, that where essential 
industries are carried on, the workers should be housed 
with as high a degree of safety as possible near their work. 
In many cases the residential areas near the yards or 
factories have suffered severely by air attack and the 
workers are faced with a choice between evacuating to other 
near-by districts offering greater safety or of continuing in 
the neighbourhood of their work, either in repaired houses 
or in hostels. ’ 


Evacuation, even where sedoiestiollatice.; is suitable, is not 
afi ideal solution. It means long distances to travel, and the 
- time and effott lost are against full production. Neither are 

‘hostels the solution, unless in the form of communal feeding 
and recreational space in - conjunction with individual 
bedrooms. Any lull in air attack is therefore followed by 
a return to their former place of living by the workers, who 
are thus subjected to a risk which may not only deprive 
them of their lives but the country of skilled workmen. / 

In addition to the. effect upon the morale of the worker, 
the course of action to be followed by the local authority 
of a bombed area ‘presents some difficulty.

Waste of Labour on Bombed Sites. 
* Our local authorities in raided areas 
have shown commendable promptitude in 
clearing up the debris of bombed 
buildings. On many sites, however, a 
good deal more work is being done than 
appears-to be necessary either for tidiness 
or public safety. Workmen are often 
employed for long periods in pulling down 
gutted structures which, are perfectly 
stable and, if it is not intended to rebuild 
immediately, might well be allowed to 
remain standing until the end of the war. 
In a recent article in “ The Times,” Sir 
William Beveridge mentioned a site in 
London on which “for six wetks a gang 
of men have been engaged in work which, 
after its first stage, could not contribute 
anything either to the safety of buildings 
or to the work and comfort of any citizen. 
While man-power “is being ‘sed in this 
way, he remarks, “ vital tasks of defence 
are being delayed for want of ordina 
*.. labour,” The whole system of bom 
- damage clearance seems to need over- 
hauling. Only the éssential minimum of 
work should be allowed while labour is so 
urgently needed for constructive tasks.

The simple fact—and it should be intel-

estimates were compiled. Camps origin- 
ally intended, for example, for 2,000 men 
were enlarged to accommodate 4,000 or 
5,000; camps intended for infantry units 
were extended to meet the much larger 
accommodation requirements of mechan-

building.a house, the position simply was 
that, after the estimates had been pre- 
pared onthe basis of five rooms, a dozen 
were, because of political and anilitary 
developments, afterwards found to be 
required. The impression created by 
careless — journalism and a misreading of 
the figures is that the five-roomed house 
cost £8,000 after an estimate of £2,000 had 
been given. 

There were also other factors respon- 
sible for the difference between cost and 
estimate. The weather in the ‘summer of 
1939 was exceptionally bad; the position 
~ and condition of sites, the speed with’ 
which the work was required to be done, 
and the yolume of work which was sud- 
denly thrown upon the building industry 
at one time, were sufficient in. themselves 
to upset the caleulations of the most 
prudent and skilful estimator. Lebour 
difficulties ‘alone, with the“related prob- 
lems of transport, housing and overtime, 
and the moral effect upon the men of 
being compelled to live far from their 
homes, are reliably estimated to have 
tepr@ented an increase in cost of some 
£12,000,000, or about 60 per cent. of the 
original estimate. 

If the foregoing explanation does not 


entirely answer the question posed in.

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My first feeling of amazement that a 
civil engineer should be appointed to 
what will be the most~ important archi- 
tect’s post in the country was quickly 
followed by one of apprehension. What- 
ever is done after this war in matérial or 
physical reconstruction will vitally affect 
‘several generations to come. » The build- 
ings and amenities in which we live, work. 
and play is our whole environment and 
can trave incalculable resulta upon our 
lives. The study and practice of. provid- 
ing homes, schools, clinics, 
offices; factories, recreational facilities, 
parks and roads, and all the stable things 
‘which. form our background, is that of 
the architect and town planner, not the 
civil engineer. His sphere is that of 
water supply, drainage and services, 
dams, reservoirs, sewerage — systems, 
bridges and the like. 

Why has a civil engineer been given 
this appointment? If organising and” 
administrative abilities are specially 
required, there are many suitable archi- 
tects like Mr. Tait, who designed ‘the 
Glasgow ¢éxhibition ~ buildings, although 
he has already been given the post of 
“ Director of Standardisation.” 

For a number of years I have worked 
under and with civil and mifjtary engi- 
neers, both at home and abroad,.and I 
have nothing but praise for their civil 
engineering work.

The heretofore clearly 
defined distinctions between the profes- 
sions are no longer existent. 

The task of such. a bedy is evident. 
never before, the building imdustry re- 


’ quires co-ordination in order to do away - 


with waste and inefficiency. Such. an 
organisation, by including the great 
majority of professional men engaged in 
the building indusfry, can act as a pro- 
fesgiorral agent to maintain the status of 
all building technicians and do a great 
deal to. ensure that their services. are 
adequately used in the national interest. 

But such an organisation does already 
exist—not’as a Royal Institute, but as a ~ 
National Trade Union: It is the Assccia- 
tion of Architects, Surveyors and Tech- 
nical Assistants, and it inclides in ‘its 
classes of membership all salaried profes- 
sional men in the building industry. On 
our Technical Committee work side by _ 
side engineers, architects and surveyors;

EXTENT OF FIRST-AID REPAIRS.

repairs later after occupancy by tenants. Experience 
gained now justifies increased standards of habitability 
executed right from the very commencement of operations. 
This enables the organisation of labour on a great scale until 
all works. of First-Aid are com If temporary 
standards are adopted, a stage comes when labour 
must fall and, between the period of adoption of .ew standard 
and completion of temporaty repairs, a great deal of time is 
lost. Unnecessary efforts have, therefore; to be redirected 
towards obtaining a fresh labour su 

Co-operation, theré@fore, should be established between 
Local Authorities, the Ministry of Labour. and the Building 
Employers’ Federation, together with oe ives of the 
operatives, who will be in a position t fter to supply 
essential labour in an organised manner. . 


STANDARDS OF FIRST-AID REPAIR, 


The following “ Instructions to Clerks of Works ” indicate 
a good standard to set for First-Aid Repairs :— 
In view of recent consideration by Authorities concerned 


of scope and nature of work to be carried out on war-damaged 
houses as First-Aid Repairs, all previous i ions detailing 
the work to be carried out require to be revi andthe following 


points may now be given attention. 

In addition to the initial instructions issued covering the 
repair of windows and roofs and the rendering of buildings wind- 
and water-tight only, the following work is now to be carried 
out where necessary : 

1. Roors.—Roofs. are to be patched where, the damage is 
only slight. Where large areas or complete roofs are damaged, 
they are to be stripped, felted and realated ; in other yrords, 
completely repaired. 

%, Prasrun Wowk:--Deataged ‘plavtet in. all ‘cnees fo. bb 
repaired as follows :— . 

CerLincs.—Ceilings, slightly damaged, will be. patched with 
first-coat plaster on existing lath, or where lath is damaged, 
with plaster plate. Complete ceilings where lath .is intact will 
similarly be. first-eoated and left. Where lath is damaged, 
the ceiling will be repaired with plaster plate, plaster board, 
ceiling board or asbestos sheet. In other words, all plastered 
ce will be. carried. out with ’ ‘materials 
where possible or with whichever material, either ceiling board- 
ing or. asbestos sheet, is available. Damaged cei which 
were previously boarded will be repaired with whatever 
or sheeting is available. 

3. Watts.—Broken plaster on walls will be where 
necessary on similar lines, being first-coated only and again left 
for finishing at a later date. 

4. Cummys.—Chimney heads where damaged or demolished 
will be taken down as far as is necessary and rebuilt with brick 
to the complete height ofthe previous chimney head and left 
in complete order. In local authority houses, key must be 
left for future ring. Where any. doubt exists as to the 
condition of vents, these must in all cases be rumbled and tested 
to ensure condition. aan grates and ee

COMPLAINTS DEPARTMENT. Prior to granting habivable — 
notices, it is essential to‘establish in the office a Complaints 
Department. In the course of survey of thousands of 
houses, a limited staff very heavily’ over-burdened may 
quite- readily return’a house as habitable which does not 
conform to standard: Tenants have also many small 
points which they wish attended to, justifiable and un- 
justifiable. If is essential to provide this service, and — 
accordingly, this complaints department should work in — 
conjuction with the controller of statistics, who ean advise — 
immediately from the filed lists if a house is fit for first-aid, 
heavy repair or has been demolished. 

A clerk ‘of works should be appointed to o and 
supervise a mobile squad: The complaints Tose x 
should notify the clerks of works each day of the matters 
requiring attention. After inspection, if the clerk of works 
is satisfied that conditions justify rectification, he will direct _ 


his squads of workmen in accordance with the number of

HEAVY REPAIR. 


_ » Thought has to be given to first-aid repair of houses which 
have been hurriedly repaired to prevent further deteriora- 
tion of property. This is.a sensible idea as one can readily 
how adverse weather conditions can substantially 
increase damage claims, and how walls, if allowed to collapse, 
will seriously affect other parts of a structure, These repairs, 
however, are principally confined to roofs which have been 
badly burnt and which required to be re-timbered, sarked, 
felted: and slated. é 

PRIME-COST CONTRACT._In these instances the form of 
Prime-Cost Contract issued by the Ministry of Home 
Security is a suitable method of charge, always bearing in 
mind that these costs have to be kept separate and charged 
eventually against the:heavy repair account, 

The organisation established for first-aid repair should 
carry on to execute the work involved on heavy repair, 
but every effort. should be made by local authorities to 
estimate beforehand full staff requirements for this purpose. 
Endeavours should be made to prevent any gap between 
first-aid and heavy repair. Heavy repair may mean the 
individual examination of thousands of houses which have 
to be the object of report and statement of approximate 
cost to the Department of Health. Drawings and schedules 
{the Form of Submission) required by the Department are 
shown on facing page. Thereafter, plans, specifications 
and incidental technical work have to be done, The 
operations in each instance are detailed and compel 
all” rto be treated as separate units as far as 
the technical staff is concerned. Standard methods of 
contract have to be devised. 

The Government's recommendation is that competitive 
tenders should be obtained. Experience has proved that 
this tice is not possible and agreement should, therefore, 
be obtained between the ‘local authorities and contractors 
as to methods of contract along the lines of :—1. Schedule 
of Rates; or, 2. A form of “ target” contract which, in 
some instances, is preferable, Both of these methods of 
contract are being investigated, and the final decision will 
no doubt be issued by the Department of Health with their 
recommendation as to which form should. be adopted. 

In heavy repair,.similar processes of statistical returns, 
showing houses completed as habitable, will be as applicable 
in first-aid, and the finished standard of housing should also 
he as stipulated for first-aid. No schedule of operations 
can ‘be enumerated for heavy repairs, as the processes of 
reCHReeEROHCR vary.

DRAWINGS ON THIS PAGE ILLUSTRATE 
an application of Mr. O. N. Arup’s 
scheme for war-time housing in 
reinforced concrete (laid before the 
Architectural Association on June 
10, and reported in The Builder for 
June 2). The system has been 
adapted by Mr. Sam Bunton, 
A.R.LAS., and Mr. Arup to the 
special housing problems of a 
Scottish municipality, much of 
whose housing lies in a “ target” 
area of bombing. The drawings 
reproduced have been adopted by 
the municipality, and detailed draw- 
ings are now in course of prepara- 
tion for submission to the Ministry 
of Home Security and the Depart- 
ment of Health for Scotland. 

Consravctrion.—In essence, the 
constructional principle is a series 
of “ boxes.”” These boxes or units 
can be built side by side or one over 
the other to form a structure of any 
desired height or length. Cross 
walls, floors and roofs are of mono- 
lithic reinforced concrete and ex- 
ternal walls are of reinforced brick-

work. The thickness and reinforce- 
ment of walls, floors and roofs vary 
according to the degree of air-raid 
protection required. Fig. 1 gives 
an impression of how the building 
shown in the plan will look in its 
final form of post-war housing. The 
three small sketches show how the 
various arrangements for one room 
in the building will vary according 
to whether the building is used as 
a shelter, a hostel or -houses. 


Piaxwinc.—The illustrations show 
a building based on these construc- 
tional principles arranged internally 
as: (a) A communal air-raid shelter 
(Fig. 2); (b) a hostel (Fig. 3); and 
(c) a block of three- and five-apart- 
ment flats (Pig. 4). 


It is obvious that the three stages 
are not necessarily progressive ones. 
The decision as to whether a build- 
ing is to serve primarily as a shelter. 
a hostel or a block of houses is 
governed by the requirements of 
the particular area concerned. It 
is, however, an essential feature of 
the scheme that it permits easy con- 
version of buildings originally de- 
signed as shelters or hostels to meet 
normal housing requirements by 
altering the internal arrangements 
and inserting new windows in the 


-brick external walls.

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. A BREWHOUSE IN EAST ANGLIA. 


MESSRS. MITCHELL AND HOUGHTON, ARCHITECTS, WITH MR. MARK JENNINGS, 
M.1.Mech.E., CONSULTING ENGINEER. 


Tue BrewHouse WivsTRaTeD (FoR Messrs. GREENE, 
King & Sons, Ltd.) is part of a scheme of reor- 
ganisation of an existing brewery. It is an isolated 
building with a frontage to the main road of 
80 ft., depth 68ft., and height from basement to 
roof 83ft., and includes malt store, screens and 
milling plant, hot and cold liquor tanks, boiling 
coppers, mash-tuns, hop-backs, etc., all arranged 
on the most up-to-date methode after studying the 
working of modern breweries both in this country 
and on the Continent. The consulting engineer, 
Mr. Mark Jennings, M.I.Mech.E., was responsible 


for the design and layout of the building and plant, . 


and Messrs. Mitchell & Houghton were appointed as 


architects. 
Prosiem.—The architectural problem was interest- 


ing, being strictly controlled by the engineering 


requirements and the exceptional nature of the steel ' 
framework. The copper and mash-tun floor, which 
is at first-floor level, and measures 74 ft. by 64 ft., 
had to be free from any stanchions or intermediate 
supports, leaving the whole of the superstructure 
with the hot-liquor tanks, milling plant and cold- 
liquor storage tanks to be carried on girders having 
a clear span of 64ft. Another stipulation governing 
the architectural design was the glass area of the 
windows for this floor which had to be the full height 
from. floor to ceiling and of considerable width. 
Consrrucrion.—The walls externally are faced 
with red Suffolk “‘ Multis” and pre-cast stone. 
dressings. The bricks were selected from two local 
brickyards and supplied by Allen & Boggis, Ltd., 
of Sudbury. The pre-cast stone dressings were 
supplied by the Cambridge Artificial Stone Co., Ltd. 





The windows are of steel, and were supplied and 
fixed by the Crittall Manufacturing Co., Ltd., and 
painted cream. ; 

Internally, the architectural treatment of the 
staircase and first floor is of interest, and here the 
walls, floors and stairs are finished with specially 
selected terrazzo supplied and fixed by Art Pave- 
ments and Decorations, Ltd., and the balustrading, 
handrails, etc., are of. bronze supplied and fixed by 
F. Glubb & Sons. 

Mr. Harvey G. Frost, of the Eastern Counties, was 
the general contractor, and Mr. H. J. Venning,

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POST-WAR PLANNING 
LORD REITH AT THE TOWN PLANNING 
_ INSTITUTE. 


Apvpresstne the annual meeting of the 
Town Planning Institute in London on 
Tuesday last week, Lozp Rerru (Minister 
of Works and Buildings) dealt particu- 
larly with the progress which his Min- 
istry had made with that department of 
their work relating to post-war planning 
and reconstruction. 

He said that certain conclusions had been 
arrived at by the Committee of the Cabinet 
which had considered the report he sub- 
mitted to them in December. It had been 
definitely assumed that there would be a 
Central Planning Council. The second 
assumption was that the Central Planning 
Council would work on a national policy to 
be formulated in respect of . - 
tion of industry, and agriculture. irdly, it 
could be assumed that some matters would 
be handled nationally, some regionally, and 
some locally. There might be some adjust- 
ment of local areas, but t Was no reason 
for some le to fear, as appeared to 
fear, that this adjustment would necessarily 
affect them.

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POST-WAR PLANNING 
LORD REITH AT THE TOWN PLANNING 
INSTITUTE. 


Appressine the annual meeting of the 
Town Planning Institute in London on 
Tuesday last week, Lory Rerru (Minister 
of Works and Buildings) dealt particu- 
larly with the progress which his Min- 
istry had made with that department of 
their work relating to post-war planning 
and reconstruction.

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POST-WAR PLANNING 


LORD REITH AT THE TOWN PLANNING 
INSTITUTE. 


Avpressine the annual meeting of the 
Town Planning Institute in London on 
Tuesday last week, Lozp Rztru (Minister 
of Works and Buildings) dealt particu- 
larly with the progress which his Min- 
istry had made with that department of 
their work relating to post-war planning 
and reconstruction. 

He said that certain conclusions had been 
arrived at by the Committee of the Cabinet 
which had considered the report he sub- 
mitted to them in December. It had been 
definitely assumed that there would be a 
Central Planning Council. The second 
assumption was — the Central Planning 
Council would work on a — icy to 
be formulated in respect trangport, foe 
tion of industry, and agriculture. irdly, it 
could be assumed that some matters would 
be handled nationally, some regionally, and 
some locally. There might be some adjust- 
ment of local areas, but there was no reason 
for some people to fear, as oe § appeared to 
fear, that this adjustment would necessarily 


affect them. 

The speaker pointed out that at present the 
Ministry of Works and Build : was not 
only a new Ministry, bat was building 
from bits taken from other Ministries. The 


group BS a he had been working on 
the subject of ing was not the 
Ministry of Works and Buildings at all, 
although planning did absorb much of the 
energy of the Ministry. However, he was in 
almost continuous consultation with the 
Ministry to which the central direction of 
planning had been entrusted for some years. 

Referring to the Uthwatt Committee on 
Compensation and Betterment, the aker 
said he had read a speech by Mr. Ansell, 
P.R.1.B.A., who said that the Uthwatt Com- 
mittee report might well be as important a 
document in its way as M Charta. That 
meeting of the Town Planning Institute had 
been fixed for that day in expectation 
that the Uthwatt Committee's would 
by then be published and the Government 
policy announced. The re had not been 
published, but it would not be long before it 
was made public. Meanwhile, the Depart- 
mental Committee had already agreed upon 
the functions of the Central Planning Council. 
He suggested to the Institute that the Min- 
istry, through the Committees which it had 
formed, had produced many things which 
would give the members much encouragement. 
There were not nearly enough planners in the 
country. The Ministry would be looking to 
the Town Planning Institute to solve that 
problem and to ensure that there was a suffi- 
cient number of expert and reliable town 
planners in the country. Something must be 
done, and done quickly, to get more planners. 
One of the things he had discovered at the 
Ministry was that a good plan was often 
much cheaper than a bad one.

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FIRE-FIGHTING STRATEGY 


A BIRMINCHAM SCHEME. 


A wenn of the R.1.B.A., Mn. T. Morray 
Asuronp, F.R.1.B.A., of Birmingham, who 
has had a great deal of actual experience of 
dealing with fires caused by air raids in the 
central area of the city, has become convinced 
of the great importance of preparing, im 
advance of raids, a simple form of plan for 
the assistance of fire-fighters. ee 

With the help of students in the Birming- 
ham School of Architecture he bas had 
to cover a large area. The 
idea has warmly welcomed by the fire 
authorities in Birmingham, and the plans are 
now in use. Mr, Ashford has explained his 
scheme to the Ministry of Home Security, 
and it is hoped that it will be taken up by 
the national fire-fighting authority. It has 
received the warm approval of der 
Firebrace, who is now at the head of the 
fire-fighting organisation of the country. 

It would seem to be of great importance 
that similar work should be undertaken with- 
out delay. in every built-up area in the 
country threatened with air attack, and it 
is hoped that the Recognised Schools of 
Architecture will take up the matter with 
their local fire-fighting authority and offer 
the help of the students on lines so 
successfully followed in Birmingham. 

We give below extracts from an explana-

POST-WAR RECONSTRUCTION 
MR. W. T. ORESWELL’S LECTURES, 
NOS. 5 AND 6 


Contincinc this series of lectures — at 
Regent-street Polytechnic School of Architec- 
ture on June 23, W. T. Crgsweiz, K.C., 
took for his main theme the architect’s and 
civil engineer’s part in post-war reconstrac- 
tion, e emphasised the necessity for more 
practical experience of the drafting, inter- 
eeait and administra yg es “Eom 
es y in supervision. He h ound so 
many disputes arose simply through the. lack 
of ‘information, on the part of essional 
men, as to the limit and extent o ir own 
obligations and powers in their contact with 
the client, the contractor and the contrac- 
tor’s operatives severally; and, further, the 
contact and legal relationship between these 
three variously. 

Individual architects and civil engineers 
would need to specialise post-war in the class 
of work each preferred, because their work 
was so extensive that a high degree of skill 
could only be attained in a limited sphere.

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COMPENSATION AND 
BETTERMENT 


L.C.C, COMMITTEE'S EVIDENCE TO THE 
UTHWATT COMMITTEE. 


Tue Civil Defence and General Pur- 
poses Committee of the London County 
Council have submitted to the Council 
for approval a statement of written evi- 
dence to be submitted on behalf of the 
Council to the Expert Committee on Com- 
pensation and Betterment (the Uthwatt 
Committee) appointed by the Minister of 
Works and Buildings in January last. 
The following is a summary of the writ- 
ten evidence and recommendations to be 
submitted : — 

Existing powers and processes have been 
examined and recommen ms submitted in 
the light of the assumption that in the early 
post-war period major tasks of physical re- 
construction will take place at the same time 
as a great number of major and minor works 
of repair and replacement and the resump- 
tion of social services interru by the 
war, and that public opinion will demand an 
energetic and decisive handling of the prab- 
lems which will arise and the reasonabl 
quick initiation and prosecution of the wor 
which will be involved. Reconstruction 
should be the occasion for redevelopment on 
improved lines. 

he B sims er et Shes gran siyraed will 
demand speedy met powers equal to 
the new, wide ond urgent problems that will 
have to. be coped with. Existing processes 
for carrying out town planning, public im- 
provements and rehousing will be too slow 
and cumbersome to mieet post-war needs of 
reconstruction and redevelopment. Powers of 
local authorities should widened, and 
speedier machinery of action conferred on 
m ay and the liability to pay compensation 
must. be modified so as to be equitable to all 
interests concerned. 


Recommendations. 

(1) Srastmursation or Lanp.—Owners of 
land, while they may at present carry out 
reconstruction only under licence from the 
Ministry. of Works and Buildings, are not 
precluded from entering into transactions. for 
the sale, leasing or redevelopment of their 
sites. This might be prejudicial to a local 
authority wishing eventually to acquire sites, 
and it is, therefore, recommended that, 
during the war, and for an appropriate period 
after the war, those areas which, owing to 
war damage, or for any other reason in the 
public interest, ought to be redeveloped as a 
whole, should from time to time be pre- 
scribed; that mo dealing or the creation of 
any new interest in land within such areas 
should have the effect, of increasing the pur- 
chase price to any acquiring authority, and 
that no building operations or other works 
should be carried out within these areas 


without the consent of the appropriate autho-- 


rity. No com tion should be payable to 
owners of any interests in property as @ result 
of a ref to allow building during the 
period of this “ stabilisation.” Similar pro- 
visions should apply in relation to isolated 
properties required for public purposes, such 
as street improvements, open spaces, sites for 
public buildings, etc.

War Damage Act: Definition of Land. 

Sin,— What is the precise meaning attaching 
to the words ‘‘such plant and machinery,” 
which appear in paragraph (ce) of the depni- 
tion of “‘land”’ in Section 95 of the War 
Damage Act, 1941? READER. 


The War Damage Commission informs 
us that it may be taken as understood that all 
plant and machinery specified in the Schedule 
to the Plant and hinery (Valuation for 
Rating) Order, 1927 (Statutory Rules and 
Orders, 1927, No. ~ in or on the land will 
be treated by the War Damage Commission 
as part of the land, and that the question 
whether any particular item of plant and 
pocregpse is or is not rated, or even rate- 
able, will be treated as irrelevant. 

Building Societies and War Damage. 

Sin,—What is the position under the War 
Damage Act of those house-owners who have 
building society mortgages on their houses? 
Is it a fact that the societies be called 
upon to pay part of the contributions due?
